Plowman," a work written in the reign 
of Edward m, pr jdicted with great dis- 
tinctness the fall of the religious houses 
in England.

Sir Walter Raleigh foresaw and pre- 


dicted the spread of nonconformity in 
England. His weighty and memorable 
words were: "Time will even bring it 
to pass, if' it be not resisted, that God 
will lie tamed out of churches into 
fanrns, and from thence again into the 
Qelds and mountains and under hedges. 
All order of discipline and church gov- 
ernment will be left to newness of opin- 
ion and men's fancies, and as many 
kinds of religion spring up as there are 
parish churches in England." 


In a work written 500 years before 


the event took place Tacitus foresaw 
and predicted tho evils and disorders 
which were so long to desolate Europe 
on the fall of the Boman empire. 


His words are worthy of repetition: 
"When the Romans shall he hunted 


out from these countries which they 
have conquered, what will then bap- 
pen? The revolted people, freed from 
their master oppressor, will not lie able 
to subsist without destroying their 
neighbors, and the most cruel wars will 
exist among all these nations."

Cite Tramp Red Sandatone Bowlder 


the Now Jersey Mountains. 


Ootmtless thousands of years ago vas 


stretches of glacial deposits came slid 
Ing across the state of New Jersey 
mounted the Palisades, pushed thei 
way across tbe Hudson river, scouro 
over Manhattan Island and slid out int 
the Atlantio ocean, whither' they disin 
tegrated and sank into the deep or per 
fcaps glided on to the other shore. 


But in their onward inarch thes 


glaciers left indestructible evidence o 
thair grinding stride, and today al 
»long the palisades the trap rocks an 
bowlders are worn smooth where the 
mountains of ice and sand passed over 
them. In some rooks are deep scratches, 
all pointing eastward and showing 
whioh -way the glacial deposits drifted. 
There is the evidence, mute, but indis- 
putable,

To the careful observer there are 


numberless other evidences of the pres- 
ence of glacial influences in the post, 
but none is more convincing than the 
tramp bowlder that has finally settled 
down in the -woods in the heart of En- 
glewood borotsgh. There it sits, a tow- 
ering mass of rook -weighing perhaps 
200 tons and resting upon three points 
which in themselves find a purchase on 
a flat rock that is part of and common 
to the character of rock which composes 
the palisades. But, strangely enough 
and to the wonderment of geologists, 
the tramp bowlder, is red sandstone frbm 
fche Jersey hills 26 miles inland, and 
the pedestal is metaruorphite or soft 
granite.

Around this marvelous monument 


have grown trees that may perhaps be 
a century old, and they have completely 
hedged it in, while the rock itself has 
stood where it stands today for thou- 
sands of years. On the pedestal or that 
part of it which is protected from the 
action of the elements can be seen the 
deep ridges and scars made across its 
flat surface by the great grinding pres- 
sure of the body of ice and sand that 
passed over it countless years ago when 
New York was ice and snow clad and 
the world was a desolate -waste in a 
state of chaos. 


This tramp bowlder has caused geol- 


ogists much wonderment and is regard- 
ed today as one of the finest specimens 
ever left in the wake of a glacier. It ia 
equally astounding as though an explor- 
er should find the hull of a steamboat in 
the Sahara desert. The only way it could 
get there would be through some great 
convulsion that had landed it from the 
sea iji_iiifi heart of the. inland sands.—

CAPTURE OF DAVIS. 


TRUE STORY OF THE TAklNQ.OF THE 


PRESIDENT C3P THE CONFEDERACY. 


:th« Fourth Michigan Cavalry His Cap- 


? ton— Those With the Ex-President at 


the Time— Exaggerated Stories, of Bis 
Dlagnlge. 


Oni cavalry corps went into camp in 


ind around Macon, and in the early 
part of May it was learned that Jeffer- 
rou Davis, president of the Confederate 
itates, was fleeing for Texas to join 
General Kirby Smith, there to try and 
re-establish the Confederacy. Orders 
were at once issued by General .Wilson 
tor his capture. The First Wisconsin 
cavalry was .ordered out on the north 
or east bank of the Ocmnlgee river, and 
Colonel Minty ordered ont his old regi- 
ment, the Fourth Michigan cavalry, 
down the south or west side of. the same 
river, with instructions to intercept and 
capture Mr. Davis and the party with 
him. 
Colonel (since General) Minty, 


well known in this city, now a railroad 
official in the west, was one of the finest 
and most efficient officers in the late 
war. 
His command, with Wilder's, in 


the foremost front, opened the battle on 
the noted and bloody field of Chicka- 
tuanga. 


, At Abheyville, 70 miles sonth of Ma- 


con, it was learned that Davis' fleeing 
party, had .here crossed the ferry over 
the Ocmnlgee and were moving south- 
ward toward Irwinsville, Ga., 80 miles 
below and 100 miles south of Macon. 
Lieutenant Colonel B. D. Pritchard, in 
command of the Fourth Michigan, cav- 
alry, marched the regiment rapidly 
down the river road, and after a SO mile 
ride reached Irwinsville late in the 
night and learned that he had got in 
advance of the Davis party. Early on 
the morning of the 10th of May he 
charged into the camp of the "fleeing 
Confederacy,",, and, Mr. Dayis never 
joined- Kirby Smith in Texas. Many 
false "and nonsensical, stories have been 
related about this capture 'and different 
regiments given its credit. Now these 
arpithe facts: " 


Jefferson Davis was captured by the 


Fourth Michigan cavalry in the early 
morning of May 10, 1865, at Inrius- 
ville in southern Georgia. With him 
.w,ere Mr. John H: Reagan of Texas, his 
postmaster general; Captain Moody of 
Mississippi, an old neighbor of the Da- 
vis family; Governor Lubbock of Texas 
and Colonels Harrison and Johnson of 
his staff; Mrs. Davis and her four chil- 
dren — Maggie, some 10 years old; Jeff, 
abont 8; Willie, 5, and a girl baby — a 
brother and sister of Mrs. Davis, a 
white and one colored servant woman, 
a small force of cavalry, a few others 
and a small train of horses, mules, wag- 
ons nud ambulances. Among the horses 
wore a span of carriage horses present- 
ed to Mrs. Davis by the citizens of 
Richmond during the heyday of the 
Confederacy; also a splendid saddle 
horse, the pride of the ex-president him- 
self. 


On the Hth of May, the next day 


after the capture, and while on our way 
back to Macon, as officer of the guard 
over the distinguished prisoners, I rode 
by the side of Mr. Reagan, later a sena- 
tor from Texas. I found him a very fine 
gentleman. During that day's march a 
courier from Macon notified us in print- 
ed Blips of the $100,000 reward offered 
for Mr, Davis' capture, and which no- 
tice connected Davis with the assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln. When Mr. 
Reagan read the notice, he earnestly 
protested that Mr. Davis had no con- 
nection whatever with that sorrowful 
affair. History has shown that he bad 
none. 
- 
.-Besides the suit of men's clothing 
worn.by Mr. Davis he had on when cap- 
tured Mrs. Davis' large waterproof 
dress or robe, thrown over his own line 
gray suit, and a blanket shawl thrown 
over his head and shoulders. This shawl 
and robe were finally deposited in the 
archives of the war department at Wash- 
ington by order of Secretary Stanton. 


The story of the "hoopskirt, suribon- 


net and calico wrapper" had no real ex- 
istence and was started in the fertile 
brains- of the reporters and in the illus- 
trated papers of that day.. That was a 
perilotis moment for Mr. Davis. He had 
the right to try to escape in any dis- 
guise ho could nse. 


There were many interesting incidents 


connected with this capture, but I have 
not the time now to relate them. Of 
the children of this noted conple Maggie 
grew up, married and is now living in 
Colorado. One of the boys died early. 
One grew to manhood, married and died 
with yellow fever near Memphis since 
the war, and that "girl baby" grew up 
to womanhood and is now a talented 
and beautiful yonng lady and known as 
" Winnie, the daughter of the Confeder- 
acy." 


My mind reverts to those days of the 


war, and I often think of that scene and 
the 
march back from 
Irwinsville, 


through the somber pine woods, swamps 
and plantations of southern Georgia. 
There in the ambulance with his wife 
and 'baby was Jefferson Davis, a prisoner 
of, war. How weak and small had be- 
come the head and front of that power 
against which the men in blue had been 
so long battling ! How had the mighty 
fallen!— Paper by Judge Peabody of St. 
Louis.

Chocolate and Coffee For Caramels. 
Put into a granite saucepan a quarter 


of a-pound of grated, unsweetened choc- 
olate, four ounces of butter, one pound 
of brown sugar, a gill of molasses, a 
gill of cream and a teaspoonfnl of vanil- 
la sugar. Stir tba whole over the fire 
until thoroughly mixed, 
when 
boil 


slightly until it cracks or hardens when 
dropped into ice water. 
Tnrn into 


greased shallow pans of n depth of half 
an inch and stand aside to cool. 
When 


nearly cold, grease a sharp knife with 
olive oil aud mark the caramels into 
squares, cutting part way through the 
mixture. When cold, break apart, wrap 
in waxed paper and put in tin boxes to 
keep. 


Coffee caramels may be made after 


the same recipe as chocolate caramels, 
omitting the gill of cream and chocolate 
and substituting a gill of black coffea 


Nut caramels are made by putting 


into the chocolate caramel mixture a 
half pint of mixed chopped nuts jusfc as 
yon are turning them into tho greased 
pan.—Mrs. ,S. T. Borer in Ladies' Home 
Journal.
